At no time In the history of the Boer­ 
w ar has there been such a dearth of 
authentic information, especially from 
within the lines 
of 
operation, as 
at 
present, and the following narrative, 
based upon the personal experience of 
Mr. Adolph De Wet, a nephew of the 
great Boer strategist, should be wel­

well knfjwn that both the government 
and private individuals had for many 
m onths been accum ulating munitions 
of war. 
To tell the truth, the Boers 
had supplies stored up for twice the 
number of their available fighting men, 
and, what is more, they doubtless have 
at present more than enough am m u ­ 
nition. etc., on hand and cached to last 
them for another year. 
N ot only a m ­ 
munition and small arms, but big guns, 
as well as 
foreign 
artillerists, were 
provided for in advance by the wily 
Boers, as the British learned to their 
sorrow in the first months of the war, 
when their men were mowed down by 
hundreds and 
they were kept almost 
continuously on the jump. 
In addition 
to the supplies originally accumulated, 
the Boers since the war opened have 
helped them selves almost without stint 
from 
trains and supply bases of 
the 
British which they have so frequently 
raided. 
At the outset, according to generally 
accepted accounts, the Boers had not 
less than 70,(XX) men available, but Mr- 
De W et sa ys that 
the 
grand 
total 
whlild not amount to more than 50,000 
men at the outside, and as it is well 
known that the Boer conscription in­ 
cluded males of all ages between six ­ 
teen years and sixty, the term •'men” 
in m any Instances might be rendered 
“boys.” 
After having cleared the towns and 
cities of the uitlanders, or foreigners, 
the Boers all started off for the scenes 
of 
prospective operations, 
of 
which 
they had a very good notion, as the 
British 
had 
been 
mobilising 
their 
troops all along the Natal border, and 
went on the supposition that “where 
the carcass is there will 
the 
eagles 
gather together.” 
From all over the 
two 
republics 
bands 
of 
Boers 
kept 
wandering 
toward 
certain 
rommon 
centres 
which 
had 
been 
designated beforehand, and finally they 
met the enemy. 
The first skirmish of the commando 
to which young De Wet had attached 
himself was at Modder Flaats—an Inde­ 
cisive action, but it helped get the young 
bloods Into fighting trim. 
There, for the 
first time, he says, he heard the singing 
of bullets and could not for the life of 
him, refrain from ducking. 
Soon after 
bls commando met with a large body of 
the enemy at Modder Spruit, and a big 
fight resulted, in which the British flank 
was turned. 
The Boers followed up the 
line of British retreat until they met a pa­ 
rol at Bool Laager, where 
they 
again 
turned the British flank after a severe 
loss to themselves. 
The Boers at the outset inaugurated 
that system of intrenchments by which 
they inflicted the greatest possible loss 
upon the enemy without suffering greatly 
themselves. 
During Butler's operations 
fdr the relief of Ladysmith and in his 
advance upon Colenso the Boer intrench­ 
ments extended along the Tugela river for 
more than twenty miles. 
It was while 
righting it. one of these imrenchments at 
Wagers font ain that young De Wet receiv­ 
ed his first wound. 
H e was crouching 
down behind a large rock which lie had 
rolled up in front as a shield when a 
glancing ball filled his face with splin­ 
ters and nearly put out his eyes.

White told Joubert that, personally. 
he never regretted anything so much in 
his life as having to fight the Boers and 
added that he was sure his feelings were 
shared by many other officers. 
It was not long after this interview

the point of death he expressed a wish 
to have his mattress taken out into the 
open air, where he could ape bis men 
and bld them farewell. 
It was a most 
pathetic sight, this vast body of rude, 
undisciplined men huddled about their 
dying chief, whom they had so often 
followed to victory. His last words ab­ 
jured them not to be disheartened, but 
ro put their faith in God. 
He exp ress­ 
ed 
the 
conviction 
that 
everything 
would come out 
right som e day if not 
in the im mediate future. 
He died as 
he had fought, with the Bible In one 
hand— the veritable Bible upon which 
he often drew his plans and from which 
he derived his Inspiration. 
Young De Wet was at the deathbed 
of his chief, and after his demise he 
succeeded in locating and reaching his 
uncle. Christian De Wet, bate in Jupe, 
the interval having been spent in vari­ 
ous parts of the country fighting aa a 
free lance. 
W hile on his way to join 
his uiv le’s commando in the month of 
May he and several companions were 
surprised by a British patrol of cavalry 
and nearly taken. As they were m ount­ 
ed on small but wiry Basuto ponies, 
they scurried for the hills, with the 
en em y dn close pursuit. 
Thinking they 
were secure at last, they halted for a 
rest, when suddenly the British 
a p ­ 
peared and began blazing aw ay. 
Two 
of the Boers were wounded, and young 
De Wet 
was one of the two. a bullet 
passing through the calf of his leg and 
coursing upward, breaking his horse’s 
bark and lodging in the saddle. 
His 
horse dropped dead, and, unaware that 
he was 
wounded, 
De Wet seized his 
chum's stirrup leather and ran along­ 
side his pony until they reached a spot 
inaccessible to the British. 
They biv­ 
ouacked in the open air that night, with 
the sky for a quilt and by morning the 
wound was very painful; so he was left 
at the first farmhouse, while his com ­ 
rades kept on.

month before he finally reac hed his un­ 
cle. with whom he raided from June till 
Christmas. 
The 
redoubtable 
Christian De Wet. 
his 
nephew 
depicts as a quiet, silent 
man. determined, alw ays cool and rare­ 
ly wrong in his conclusions. 
He never 
consulted anyone as to his movements. 
Always implicitly followed by his men, 
he would give the command to mount, 
and they would follow without uues- 
tion. He was humane, but never sh o w ­ 
ed favors, his nephew having to take 
his chances with the rest. 
He never 
mistreated 
a n yo n e 
as som e reports 
would lead one to believe, but if a man 
was tired of following him he merely 
told him to get out and go home.

BOSTON, April 8.—In u fu rth e r d is­ 
cussion of th e strik e a t the mills of the 
com pany, Mr. W UIlam M Wood, tr e a s ­ 
u rer of the A m erican W oolen com pany, 
today said t h a t the m an ag e m en t w as 
very well satisfied w ith the strik e sit­ 
uation a s It ex ists a t the present tim e 
and th e prog ress th a t the mills have 
made. All the m a ch in ery In the Olney- 
ville mill* 
Is ru nning, he said, except 
the loom*, and 33 1-3 per cent of the 
looms Is in motion. 
E v ery time the 
g ates opened there w us a gain in the 
n u m b e r of w eavers. 
Continuing, Mr. 
Wood saki: 
‘•While 
we have done no 
talking, 
these h ave been the facts 
th a t 
have 
existed for som e time. 
W e feel very 
m uch enco uraged over the outlook. We 
believe th a t th e w eav ers In Providence 
begin to see how 
a b su rd it w as for 
th em to go out on so flimsy an issue. 
F o r eight years they h av e w orked con­ 
tentedly on this very sam e tw o -loom 
w ork w hich now ail of a sudden a p ­ 
pears to be so objectionable and they 
would have been w orking today 
bu t 
for th e s tra te g y of 
a 
few schem ing 
men. w ho a re not 
w orkers, a n d 
the 
pow er of the w ord 'Scab.' 
“T he sy m p ath etic strik es in outside 
mills do not d istu rb us in the least. 
W e a re very so rry for th e people in 
those mills who are w rongly led into 
the position th a t they hav e tak en und 
w hich can only cause th em g re a t p r i­ 
vatio n an d loss of wages. 
“ It m ay be in te restin g to know th a t 
the total y a rd ag e of cloth of the mills 
up to th e p resen t rime exceeds the best 
weekly av e rag e of atry week 
in 
th e 
last six m onths, which w a s the g r e a t­ 
est. six m o n th s’ production 
th a t 
the 
com p an y ever had. 
“W e expect to gain in 
th e 
w eekly 
pro duction every week and ull this n o t­ 
w ith sta n d in g the few mills th a t are out. 
T he p la n ts th a t a r a s h u t dow n a re as a 


rule sm all In cap acity In the nu m ber 
of their loom a nd form a sm all part 
In the c a p u d ty of the 6000 looms or tire 
com pany. 
The cloth of som e of the 
mills th at are out Is duplicated in nth 
er mills so th a t the co m pan y does not 
suffer by th e mills being shut down. 
The only people suffering 
are 
the 
w eavers them selves. 
It rests entirely 
with them w hen they care to return, 
but the com pany can not assu re them 
work later In th e fall if they d istu rb 
th eir prospects for the fall orders by 
stopping w ork today. 
T h at, of course. 
is a chance th a t they m u st take. 
“T he com pany docs not inten d to d e­ 
crease the w ages a n y w h e re and have 
only equalized iii the 
w orsted mills 
w here a very great discrep ancy existed 
since the form ation of the com pany. 
I 
wish It distinctly understood th a t the 
w ages In the various mills not 
m e n ­ 
tioned in the circular will not be cu t 
dow n and there Is no Intention of do­ 
ing so. 
“ W hen we m ade the g en eral increase 
in 
w ages 
we 
were 
fearfu l 
th a t 
it 
m ight not be possible to m ain tain it. 
We are very glad th a t we have been 
able to do so an d to give our help the 
very high w ages they a re now' en jo y ­ 
ing. 
N ever sirree the introduction of 
woolen goods into this c ou ntry have 
such w ages been paid in the industry. 
T he only d raw -b ac k to the situ ation is 
the fact th a t th e n um erous cou ntry 
mills outside of the A m erican Woolen 
co m p an y have not seen fit to follow 
our exam ple and a re paying less wages 
today th an th e A m erican com pany. 
“To show the a b su rd ity of the two-

en com pany of an equalization of the 
prices, paid for weaving was eagerly 
discussed by the strikers in Caneyville 
to whom it would m ean a reduction, as 
w’ages here have been above those paid 
in some of the other mills of the com­ 
bine. 
The strikers assert th a t the new 
price list will make no difference with 
them In their struggle ag ain st the two- 
loom system. 
In a lengthy interview on the strike, 
William M. Wood, treasurer of 
the 
company, makes a num ber of interest­ 
ing statem ents. 
Mr. Wood says It is no use to talk of 
abolishment of the two-loom system 
"There is no use talking of the strike,’ 
he says. 
“The weavers know there is 
no reason In this exaggerated two-loorn 
system Issue.They know it is a limited 
business and that it is not our inten­ 
tion to put any work on two looms that 
cannot be done with advantage to the 
weavers as well as to the mills. 
“The two-loom system Is a 
fixture 
now in manufacturing. 
We have tried 
to be fair with our help. 
W e started in 
business when this corporation 
was 
formed with a voluntary Increase <5f 
wages on the highest basis ever known 
in this country. 
"We will always m aintain it at the 
highest point consistent with good bus­ 
iness m anagement. 
We w ant to be 
just to our help and just to ourselves. 
We want to correct any inconsistencies 
wherever they m ay exist, 
“The equalization of wages Is not 
made with an intention of saving a n y ­ 
thing for the company, but for a just 
distribution of wages on the different 
kinds of work and with a proper regard 
for localities. 
I believe that 98 
per 
cent, of our help w ant to go back to 
work. 
But they are held back by five 
men. 
W e are told that only five men 
know what is being done In this strike. 
"This two-loom system has been go­ 
ing on for eight years and people made 
no protest until this agitation brought 
out the small num ber in the Weyhos- 
set mills. 
Then it took the

and expected to die. 
The 
man w ho was 
shot is Placido 
Kusso, 49, and single, an Italian, who 
has been employed as a baker a t Hotel 
Essex. 
According to the story 
th a t 
Russo 
told the police, after they heard of the 
shooting an hour or so after it had 
taken place, and the m an who fired the 
shot had escaped, Russe works nights 
and was 
ju st preparing to leave the 
lodging house for the hotel a t 8.30, 
when a m an whom he 
describes 
as 
about 38 years of age, 5 feet 9 inches in 
height, weighing 160 pounds, having 
light complexion and hair and wearing 
a dark brown suit and overcoat and a 
brown soft hat. came up the stairs and 
stopping in front of his door said he 
wanted ‘some money. 
Russo told the police th a t he had 
seen the man In the house before, but 
didn't know him or even know wha£ 
his name was. so he refused to give 
him any money. 
Then Russo says the 
m an drew a revolver and he threw his 
right hand ahead of him involuntarily, 
to protect himself, ju st as the stranger 
fired. 
The bullet went through the index 
finger of Russo’s upraised right hand 
a:ul 
penetrated 
his 
body, 
going in 
about the centre of the pit of his stom ­ 
ach. and the doctors who 
made 
the 
first exam ination of him thought it en­ 
tered the abdominal cavity. 
Russo fell to the floor, but he says 
he saw the stranger pass rapidly down 
the stairs and go out into the street. It 
•was about an hour later before the po­ 
lice of division 4 heard of the shoot­ 
ing, and then Sergeant Allen went to 
work on the case. He had a talk with 
Russo, but got nothing more definite 
from 
h im 'th a n w h at 
has 
here been 
told. 
Allen sent Russo to 
the 
City 
hospital, and then he and several p a ­ 
trolmen rounded up a lot of the Ita l­ 
ians who live in the lodging house at 
82 W arrenton street, where they were 
examined by Lieut. Jones. 
He called 
in the services of 
an Interpreter, but 
couldn’t get much satisfaction or In­ 
formation out of them. 
According to the stories the Italians 
told, none of them saw the assailant of 
Russo 
about 
the 
house, and they 
shrugged their shoulders 
and 
shook 
their heads when they were asked lf 
they had 
any Idea who he m ight be. 
The reticence of the Italians was no 
purpose to the police, for it is rare 
th a t they will give any news about one 
of their fellow countrym en accused of 
a crime, and about all th at the police 
had to fall back upon was the word of 
Russo and his description of his as- 
s a ia n t. 
This description the police sent to all 
divisions in Boston and to police of 
the nearby cities and suburban towns. 
The police are skeptical of parts of 
R usso’s story, for while they have no 
doubt that he was shot by somebody, 
they think it rather 
queer 
that 
a 
stranger should shoot him simply be­ 
cause he refused to give him money. 
The police view of such affairs is that 
usually there is the trace of the ven­ 
detta to be found, if they look long 
and close enough, but they are wholly 
at sea on this case at present. 
Early this morning Cesar Rudusset- 
tl who runs the house where 
Russo 
I Ivied, told the police that It was a man 
named Malavia who came there and 
inquired 
for 
Russo.

The next speaker, Rev, Eldredge Mix, 
D- D.. superintendent of tile W orces­ 
ter city mission, spoke of the cosmo­ 
politan character of the population in 
Lowell. “ It is a foreign and home m is­ 
sionary field, in one.” he said. 
“There 
is a crisis upon us, here in New E ng­ 
land, in our own cities, by reason of 
their peculiar m ake-up 
There is a cri­

WITH THE BOERS 


How 
They 
Acted 
Field 
in 
the 


At no time In the history of the Boer 
w a r has there been such a dearth of 
authentic information, especially from 
within the lines of operation, as 
at 
6 
resent, and the following narrative, 
aged upon the personal experience of 
Mr. Adolph De Wet, a nephew of the 
great Boer strategist, should be wel­ 
comed by all- 
Mr. De Wet, Who escaped from one 
of the British 'prison, camps 
in 
the 
Berm udas not long ago, was born in 
Bloemfontein, Orange Free State, 20 
years ago. 
He is the son of a farm er 
engineer, was educated in the South 
African college, Cape Town, and is as 
fine a specimen of 
physical manhood 
as one could desire to meet. He stands 
six feet one inch in his stockings, is 
m uscular and athletic, and the grip of 
his hand is something to be 
rem em ­ 
bered, 
A n a tu ra l linguist, he speaks 
not only the Flemish Dutch used by 
his com patriots throughout South A f­ 
rica. but English. French, Spanish and 
the native Basuto, and lias a sm a tte r­ 
ing of as m any more. 
A t the breaking out of the w ar in 
1899 Mr. De W et was working in Jo h a n ­ 
nesburg as an electrician, which trade 
he had acquired sit Cape Town. 
Like 
ev#ry other young man of his nation­ 
ality' at th at time, he started for the 
scene of operations as soon as w ar was 
declared. W hatever the outcome, there 
w as a promise of adventure, and every 
body at once started to secure his arm s 
and am munition, which had been se­ 
creted 
for 
a 
long 
time 
for 
just 
such a contingency. In fact, the Boers 
had a pretty good idea of w hat was 
coming weeks before Oom Paul Issued 
His deft to G reat Britain, and it w as 
well known th a t both the governm ent 
and private individuals had for m any 
m onths been accum ulating munitions 
of war. 
To tell the truth, the Boers 
had supplies stored up for twice the 
num ber of their available fighting men, 
and, what is more, they doubtless have 
a t present more than enough am m u ­ 
nition. etc., on hand and cached to last 
them for another year. Not only a m ­ 
munition and small arms, but big guns, 
as well as 
foreign 
artillerists, were 
provided for in advance by the wily 
Boers, as the British learned to their 
sorrow in the first months of the war, 
when their men were mowed down by 
hundreds and 
they were kept almost 
continuously on the Jump. In addition 
to the supplies originally accumulated, 
the Boers since the w ar opened have 
helped themselves alm ost without stint 
from 
trains and supply bases of tho 
British which they have so frequently 
raided. 
At the outset, according to generally 
accepted accounts, the Boers had not 
less than 70,000 men available, but Mr- 
De W et says th a t 
the 
grand 
total 
would not am ount to more than 50,000 
men at the outside, and as it is well 
known that the Boer conscription in­ 
cluded males of all ages between six­ 
teen years and sixty, the term “m en” 
in m any instances m ight be rendered 
“boys.” 
After having cleared the towns and 
cities of the uplanders, or foreigners, 
the Boers all started off for the scenes 
of 
prospective operations, 
of which 
they had a very good notion, as the 
B ritish 
had 
been 
mobilizing 
their 
troops all along the N atal border, and 
Went on the supposition th a t “where 
the carcass is there will 
the 
eagles 
gath er together.” 
From all over the 
two 
republics 
bands 
of 
Boers 
kept 
wandering 
toward 
certain 
common 
centres 
which 
had 
been 
designated beforehand, and finally they 
mdi the enemy. 
The first skirmish of the commando 
to which young De Wet had attached 
himself was at Modder Plants—an inde­ 
cisive action, but it helped get the young 
bioofls into fighting trim. 
There, tor the 
first time, he says, he heard the singing 
of bullets and could not for the life of 
him, refrain from ducking. 
Soon after 
bis commando met with a large body of 
tile enemy at Modder Spruit, and a big 
fight resulted, in which the British hank 
was turned. 
The Boers followed up the 
line of British retreat until they met a pa­ 
rol at Bool Laager, where 
they 
again 
turned the British flank after a severe 
loss to themselves. 
The Boers at the outset inaugurated 
that system of intrenchments by which 
they inflicted the greatest possible loss 
upon the enemy without suffering greatly 
themselves. 
During Butler’s operations 
fdr the relief of Ladysmith and in his 
advance upon Colenso the Boer intrench­ 
ments extended along the Tugela river for 
more thau twenty miles. 
It was while 
fighting in one or these intrenchments at 
Magersfonteln that young De Wet receiv­ 
ed his first wound. 
He was crouching 
down behind a large rock which lie had 
rolled up In front ho a shield when a 
glancing ball tilled his face with splin­ 
ters and nearly put out his eves. 
The 
scars from this casualty show on his 
cheek today. 
Securing leave of absence while his 
wounds were healing. Det Wet went to 
Bloemfontein, rejoining early in Febru, 
ary 
General Blet Joubert’s command 
which was laying siege to Ladysmith! 
He witnessed Buller's frantic attempts 
to cross the Tugela and was In tile thick 
of the fight when General White made his 
ill-advised sortie from Ladysmith and lost 
2000 men 
After having been detailed to 
guard the prisoners on (heir way to Jo­ 
hannesburg. young De Wet returned 
to 
Joubert and was with him at the time of 
Ilia death. 
This old hero of Majubn Hill, Joubert, 
was probably the most beloved of the 
Boer leaders 
He had permitted the de- 
paHure of the noncombatant women and 
children, the sick and tile wounded, from 
beleaguered Isidysmlth 
at* the outset of 
the siege and 
W'us thanked 
by General 
AVhlte for his humanity and es|H*clally for 
ids kind treatment of the British wound­ 


ed. 
White told Joubert t h a t personally, 
he never regretted anything so much in 
his life as having to fight the Boers and 
added that he was sure his feelings were 
shared by many other officers. 
It was not long after this interview 
with W hite that Joubert 
was 
taken 
down with enteric fever, and when at 
the point of death he expressed a wish 
to have his m attress taken out into the 
open air, where he could see his men 
and bid them farewell. 
It was a most 
pathetic sight, this vast body of rude, 
undisciplined men huddled about their 
dying chief, whom they had so often 
followed to victory. His last words ob­ 
jured them not to be disheartened, but 
to put their faith in God. 
He express­ 
ed 
the 
conviction 
th a t 
everything 
would come out right some day if not 
in the imm ediate future. 
He died as 
he had fought, with the Bible in one 
hand—the veritable Bible upon which 
he often drew his plans and from which 
he derived his Inspiration. 
Young De Wet w as at the deathbed 
of his chief, and after his demise he 
succeeded in locating and reaching his 
uncle, Christian De Wi t, late in June, 
the interval having been spent in v a ri­ 
ous p arts of the country fighting us a 
free lance. 
While on his way to Join 
his uncle’s com mando in the m onth of 
May he and several companions were 
surprised by a British patrol of cavalry 
and nearly taken. As they were mount 
od on amal! but wiry Basuto ponies 
they scurried for the hills, with th** 
enemy in close pursuit. 
Thinking they 
were secure at last, they halted for 
rest, when suddenly the British 
a p ­ 
peared and began blazing away. 
Two 
of the Boers were wounded, and young 
De Wet 
wag one of the two, a bullet 
passing through the calf of his leg and 
coursing upward, breaking h is 'horse's 
back and lodging in the saddle. 
His 
horse dropped dead. and. unaw are that 
he was 
wounded, 
De W et seized his 
chum's stirru p leather and ran along 
side his pony until they reached a spot 
inaccessible to the British. 
They biv­ 
ouacked in the open air that night, with 
the sky' for a quilt and by morning th** 
wound was very painful; so he was left 
a t the first farmhouse, while his com ­ 
rades kept on. 
It was more 
than 
a 
month before he finally reached his un 
cie, with whom he raided from June till 
Christmas. 
The redoubtable Christian De Wet, 
his 
nephew 
deptcts as a quiet, silent 
man. determined, always cool and ra re ­ 
ly wrong in his con**hi»fons. 
He never 
consulted anyone as to his movements. 
Always Implicitly followed by his men, 
ne would give the command to mount, 
and they would follow w ithout uues- 
tlon. He was humane, but never show ­ 
ed favors, his nephew having to take 
his chances with the rest. 
H e never 
mistreated 
anyone, 
as some reports 
would lead one to believe, but if a man 
of b o w i n g him he merely 
told him to get out and go home.

BOSTON, April S .- Senor Sixto Lo­ 
pez, who arrived in Boston from C an­ 
ada on S aturday and is staying with 
friends 
here, 
yesterday 
afternoon 
branded the interview with him, tele­ 
graphed from W innipeg and published 
in the Boston T ranscript of April 3. as 
a pure invention. 
“I was not in W in­ 
nipeg a t the time mentioned,” he said. 
I did not ‘talk freely.’ 
I 
did 
not 
speak to a new spaper m an in Canada, 
nor have I ever In my life said an y ­ 
thing so vulgar and silly as that a t ­ 
tributed to me In the rnadeup inter­ 
view, in which there is not a siugle 
true statem ent, nor, indeed, a word of 
truth, 
I was not ‘deported’ from the Phil­ 
ippines, nor have I ever ’assisted the 
Insurgents.’ 
This, and a recent tele­ 
gram from Manila stating 
that 
my 
brother had been hanged for complici­ 
ty in the revolution, are fair specimens 
of the 
misinformation 
circulated In 
reference to me and to my family, and 
have no doubt served to prejudice the 
authorities against us ” 
■W hy were you prevented from re­ 
turning to the Philippines?” 
“It is only fair to the American a u ­ 
thorities in Manila to say that, as far 
as I am aware, they did not object to 
my landing In Manila provided I took 
the oath of allegiance. 
W hy this pro­ 
vision was insisted upon is not clear. 
It may have been due to m isapprehen­ 
sion of my motives and to a belief thut 
I was opposed to peace in the islands. 
Certainly the Impression exists in M a­ 
nila th a t I am the arch enemy of the 
authorities. 
Military men have an im ­ 
patient habit of regarding every one as 
an enemy who does not agree entirety 
with their methods and policy. 
This 
is natural to the soldier, but it some­ 
times acts with considerable hardship 
on the civilian. As a m atter of fact. I 
have been accused by my own people 
of being far too friendly to America.” 
But are you not opposed to the pol­ 
icy of the adm inistration?” 
‘I ara opposed to the policy of for­ 
cible subjugation of 
foreign peoples, 
especially when the desired ends of 
civilization can be achieved by peace­ 
able and hum ane methods. 
I find m y­ 
self less opposed to the adm inistra­ 
tion’s policy as time advances, not be­ 
cause my views have changed, but be­ 
cause there is an increasing tendency 
to do th a t for which I have been a p ­ 
pealing for more than two years. 
Under a liberal and, I think, per­ 
fectly justifiable interpretation of the 
president's message to congress 
I find 
nothing that i s 'Incompatible with ulti­ 
mate independence for the Philippines. 
I hope and believe th a t the president 
intends to do right 
by the 
Filipinos, 
and although I should gladly weictmie 
a more definite announcem ent of poli­ 
cy as to the fu tu re—an announcem ent 
that would, I ain sure, p at an end to 
the war—I can truthfully say that If 
I harbor any impatience it Is solely on 
behalf of those who are suffering need­ 
less hardship and pain in the Philip­ 
pines. 
“ It is true th at the mills of the poli­ 
tical god grind slowly—far too slowly 
when it Is a m atter of life and death 
to thousands—but if it is true thut Dr. 
Schurnrtan, In his recent utterance#, is 
voicing the policy and intentions of the 
president, then there is good reason to 
believe that 
the 
war 
and th** major 
part of all our troubles will soon be at 
un end." 
■ " A re your views 
on 
this 
m atter 
shared by the Filipinos generally?” 
‘'Undoubtedly they are. 
The Fili­ 
pinos are not unreasonable; they know' 
th a t there are difficulties in the wav of 
immediate 
independence, 
But 
w hat 
they ask is that, in a m atter 
which 
concerns them so vitally, they shall at 
least be taken into the confidence of 
[the American government.” 
‘If an intimation of ultim ate Inde­ 
pendence were given 
authoritatively, 
or by congress, would you be prepared 
to urge those under arm s to cease hos- 
klllti* s?” 
‘‘If th** Filipinos should be again ac ­ 
corded the elementary civil 
right 
of 
liberty to express their opinions, I am 
air cady prepared to urge them to cease 
hostilities. 
Indeed, th at was my chief 
ob lect in going to the Philippines. 
I 
believe I could make such representa­ 
tions to Malvar us would induce him 
to cease fighting- 
"I am prepared, now' or at any future 
time, to go to the Philippines in order 
to secure final peace, and I ain sure 
that my task would become very easy 
lf Dr. tfchurinau'M proposals ure ca r­ 
ried into effect.” 
“Then wily do you object to taking 
Hie oath of allegiance?” 
“That is u m atter of conscience with 
me ami no one has a right to inter­ 
fere with my liberty of conscience, 
lf 
I took the Cath of allegiance I should 
be professing with my lips that which

my heart, a tai 
then 
I 
should be worthy of the distrust which 
I am now unjustly subjected to. 
But 
f ani prepared to luke an oath. under
